DETROIT, OAKLAND DEFENDERS WERE ON FISHING BOAT OUT IN ROUGH SEAS

CLEARWATER, Fla. The Coast Guard searched off Florida’s Gulf Coast on Sunday 
for a fishing boat carrying NFL players Corey Smith and Marquis Cooper and 
two other men missing nearly a day in choppy seas. 

Smith, a defensive end for the Detroit Lions, and Cooper, an Oakland Raiders 
linebacker, were on a 21-foot vessel that left Clearwater Pass for a fishing trip 
Saturday morning and did not return as expected, the Coast Guard said Sunday 
Crews used a helicopter and an 87-foot ship to search a 750 -square mile area 
west of Clearwater Pass, but poor weather made the search difficult. Officials 
did not receive a distress signal from the missing craft. 

Cooper owns the boat, and he and Smith have been on fishing trips before, 
said Ron Del Duca, Smith’s agent. The pair had been teammates on the Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers in 2004. Two others were aboard: Will Bleakley and Nick 
Schuyler, both former University of South Florida players. 

Coast Guard Capt. Timothy M. Close said the weather early Saturday had 
been fair, but worsened toward the evening as a front still battering the area 
moved in. The National Weather Service said seas were about 2 to 4 feet 
Saturday morning and increased to 3 to 5 feet in the afternoon. Late Saturday 
night, a small craft advisory was issued, when winds were around 20 knots and 
seas were up to 7 feet or more. There were no thunderstorms in the area. 

Close said there was no communication with the men even before the weath- 
er started to pick up. They were expected home by early evening. No sign of 
them or the boat had been spotted by late Sunday afternoon. Relatives told the 
Coast Guard the men had lifejackets and flares onboard. 

Danielle Mayes, owner of Jaxson’s Bait House near the ramp where the men 
departed, said Saturday had been deceptively beautiful. 

Smith’s agent, Del Duca, called Smith one of the “good guys” of the league 
and was planning to start visiting teams as a free agent this week. He said he has 
spoken with Smith’s family and also is in touch with Coast Guard officials. 

“They’ve assured me that they’re deploying all available resources to look for 
these guys and get them back,” he said. 

Cooper, 26, has played five seasons with the Buccaneers, Seahawks, Jaguars, 
Steelers and Raiders. His hometown is Mesa, Ariz., and his father, Bruce, is a 
prominent sportscaster for KPNX-TV in Phoenix.

the DuSable Museum of African American 


History in Washington Park, where he watch- 
es over Jim Crow-era artifacts and historic 
photographs of the Civil Rights movement. 

He considers his job an important one. 
“Everything here, once it’s damaged or 
messed up, it’s irreplaceable,” he said. 

Still, he has to deal with minor headaches, 
like when his directions aren’t followed. He’s 


seen people trying to sneak photos in areas 
where there’s no photography allowed. 

Donta Allen, 36, who works as a doorman 
and security guard at a Buena Park high-rise, 
said people yell at him when informed they 
can’t park in the driveway or need to sign in 
at the reception desk. “When people can’t get 
their way, they cuss you out,” he said. 

Security guards at malls in particular are 
taken for granted until something happens, 
said Malachy Kavanagh, vice president 
of communications for the International 


Council of Shopping Centers. He likened 
security guards to flight attendants, who are

mocked as waitresses in the sky even though 
they also help passengers in emergencies, like 
escaping from the plane that landed in the 
Hudson River in January 

“Similarly, the mall security job isn’t only to 
shoo rowdy teens out of the mall. They’re the 
first responders if something happens at the 
center,” he said. That could be a shooting or a 
medical emergency— a child choking on candy 
or a shopper suffering a heart attack. I CSC is 
hosting a security conference next month to 
discuss issues such as emergency planning, 
organized retail crime and shooters. 


Just last month, police temporarily closed 
Woodfield Mall in Schaumburg after a shop- 
per reported two suspicious men, one of 
whom might have been armed. After search- 
ing store by store, police said the men never 
were found. 

But like the “Mall Cop” movie, many secu- 
rity guards are limited in the power they have 
and weaponry they carry unless they are 
sworn police officers working as part-time 
security guards. 

Illinois requires contracted, private, 
unarmed security guards be licensed, receive 


20 hours of basic training and pass back- 
ground checks, Jeff Flint of the National 
Association of Security Companies said. 
Most venues contract the work out to a pri- 
vate security company, but security guards 
working as direct employees of the venue are 
not required to be licensed, trained or have 
their backgrounds checked in most cases, he 
said. If guards carry a weapon— a firearm, a 
chemical agent like pepper spray or a baton— 
additional training is required, he said. 

Guards have the power to make a citizen’s 
arrests, detain suspects and keep the peace 
until the police arrive to make criminal 
arrests. Sworn officers are able to carry their 
weapons and use police powers. 

As an asset protection associate at 
Crestwood’s Wal-Mart, James Steen, 32, works 
undercover and unarmed, busting shoplift- 
ers and escorting them back inside the store 
before notifying the local police. 

When he confronted two teenagers shop- 
lifting, their mother refused to believe her 
daughters were stealing. “She was really berat- 
ing me. ... She was really being nasty,” he said. 
That is, until her girls ’fessed up and took the 
stolen merchandise from their bags, he said. 

It’s not uncommon for security guards to 
be treated poorly 

Sean Dailey, 30, recalled working security 
at Wrigley Field with a fellow Chicago police 
officer and spotting a fan who was drunk and 
yelling at a vendor. They told the fan he had to 
leave, but the fan gave them attitude— until 
Dailey’s buddy showed him his badge. “People 
have more respect for Chicago police than 
just regular security guards. ... They know 
Chicago police officers are well trained and 
know the law,” said Dailey, who owns a secu- 
rity company 

People might ignore them, movies might 
poke fun at them, but guards still have a job 
to do. 

“They’re there to prevent crime, people 
breaking into your cars or stealing at stores 
or accosting people. It goes beyond the ste- 
reotypes Hollywood would like to exploit for 
fim,” Kavanagh said, lvivanco@tribune.com

Transit land deals 

Want to buy property near the ‘L? The CTA has plenty of it

For sale. VERY close to the “L.” Contact the CTA. 

For commuters looking to buy a home or start a 
business near a transit line, this may be a good deal. 

The CTA is opening up its vast real estate portfolio 
in Chicago and the suburbs in a bid to sell or lease 
surplus properties and bolster the transit agency’s 
sagging bottom line. 

The timing of this endeavor to unload non-essen- 
tial assets could hardly be worse, given the state of 
the economy But potential bidders can start their 
searches by taking a tour of ctarealestate.com. 

On the “For Sale” list, billed as a “rare investment 
opportunity in Lincoln Park,” are two multistory 
brick buildings on West Armitage Avenue near the 
CTA Brown Line Armitage station. 

The CTA bought the properties as part of the 
Brown Line expansion project to make room for the 
renovated station, new stairways and longer plat- 
forms. In the process, part of the original buildings 
were removed, CTA officials said. 


The Web site includes about a dozen parcels for 
sale and 19 retail spaces for lease in rail stations. The 
transit agency hopes to fill the spaces with businesses 
that offer more appealing services to commuters. 

“If you are standing in a train station and look 
across the street and see a Starbucks or an Au Bon 
Pain [restaurant], the idea is to get them into a CTA 
space as part of rebranding the concessions net- 
work,” said Kurt Little, managing director at Jones 
Lang LaSalle, a financial services company 

Even though the stagnating real estate market 
doesn’t provide a good environment for the cash- 
strapped CTA to unload properties, the transit 
agency apparently is a motivated seller. 

The CTA projects a $242 million shortfall in public 
funding for 2008 and 2009. 

“We’ve got quite a few properties and to keep 
hanging on to surplus holdings that do not advance 
the CTA’s core mission of becoming a better transit 
system is not a good strategy,” said Ken Kabira, CTA 
chief marketing officer.

Budget chief: Obama 
will sign spending bill 


B WASHINGTON The White House on 
Sunday downplayed massive deficit 
spending and President Obama’s pledge 
not to sign legislation laden with billions 
in earmarks amid Republican criticism 
that he was recanting on a key campaign 
promise. 

The administration’s top budget 
official, Peter Orszag, said Obama would 
sign the $410 billion spending bill despite 
a campaign pledge that he would reject 
tailored budget requests that let lawmakers 
send money to their home states. Orszag 
said Obama would move ahead and 


overlook the time-tested tradition that 
lets officials divert millions at a time to 
pet projects. 

It was the Washington equivalent 
of officials pinching their nose and 
swallowing a bitter pill. 

“This is last year’s business,” Orszag said, 
offering an acknowledgment that Obama 
would sign a bill that doesn’t conform with 
his campaign vows. “We want to just move 
on. Let’s get this bill done, get it into law 
and move forward.” 

White House Chief of Staff Rahm 
Emanuel offered mirrored language: 


“That’s last year’s business.” 

The House last week passed the 
measure that would keep the government 
open for business through Sept. 30, when 
the federal budget year ends. 

Obama’s top hands assigned 
responsibility to their predecessors and 
President George W Bush. By blaming 
Bush-era proposals for deficits, Obama 
wanted to set up his own budget, which 
he unveiled last week with a bold proposal 
to cut the deficit by half within his four- 
year term with the budget that would start 
Oct. I.

CHAMPAIGN With a share of the Big Ten 
title on the line and Illinois closing fast on 
what had once looked like a comfortable 
lead, Michigan State coach Tom Izzo put his 
faith and the ninth-ranked Spartans’ fate in 
the hands of a little-used grad student from 
Nigeria. 

Idong Ibok hadn’t played since Feb. 17, 
and is averaging just over six minutes on the 
court this season. 

But with Illinois center Mike Tisdale com- 
ing to life in the second half and what had 
been an ii-point lead vanishing, Izzo said he 
had nowhere else to turn. 

“It was a panic decision,” Izzo said. “When 
we couldn’t handle Tisdale, Ibok did a great 
job and stepped up for us.” 

Facing the 260 -pound Ibok, Tisdale faded 
and Michigan State (23-5, 13-3) held on for a 
74-66 win that guarantees the Spartans at 
least a share of the Big Ten championship. 

Sunday’s win came at the expense of a man 
Izzo called one of his best friends, Illinois 
coach Bruce Weber, who entered the game 
knowing a win kept the No. 20 Illini (23-7, 
II- 6) in the race for the title. 

“We spotted them a seven-point lead and 
we could never really catch up,” Weber said. 
“We had to adjust, but then we were playing 
catch-up the whole time.” 

“We had opportunities,” Illinois guard 
Chester Frazier said. “We had a lot of chances 
to tie and take the lead. But the ball bounces 
that way sometimes, and they played great 
defense and took advantage.” 


David meets 

Goliaths 

Small Chicago State guard shoots for big dreams

David Holston’s family never let his small stature stand in 
his way 

His grandmother balled two socks together and made 
a basketball rim out of a clothes 
hanger when he was just a toddler. 

He quickly graduated to plastic toy 
hoops and then, at age 7, to a 10 -foot 
rim in the driveway of his parents’ 

Pontiac, Mich., home. 

No matter how often the pint- 
sized boy asked him to lower it, his 
dad refused. 

“You need to learn on regulation 
size,” Charles Hols ton said. It wasn’t 
about pressure or punishment, they 
both say— just preparation for the 
reality that was ahead of or, rather, 
above him. 

“I had to deal with it,” the younger 
Holston says, shrugging. 

Today, though the Chicago State 
senior guard is listed at 5 foot 8, he’ll 
tell you he’s more like “5-6 and half, 
or 5-7.” Short, yes —but still a power 
on the court, ranked among the top 
five scorers nationally in total points 
and points per game. 

Holston is a David among the 
Goliaths— unassuming and some- 
times discounted because of his size, 
but armed with a killer shot. 

“I just have to play my game,” the 
soft-spoken 23-year-old point guard 
is fond of saying, “and play harder 
than other people.” 

Holston came to Chicago State, 
on the city’s far South Side, as a 
walk-on. He quickly earned a full 
scholarship and, this season, has helped the 18-13 Cougars 
earn their first winning record in more than 20 years. 

Now he’s ready for his next hurdle, persuading the scouts 
he’s ready to play in the NBA. That means overcoming the 


stigma of his height, says Lindsey Hunter, a Bulls guard 
who’s been mentoring Holston since they met at church 
when Holston was in 7th grade. 

“David has the skills,” Hunter says. “He has the ability 
He has the smarts. He’s quick. He’s 
strong— all the attributes to play on 
the next level.” 

All he needs. Hunter says, is a 
chance. 

Holston’s high school team in 
Auburn Hills, Mich., won a state title. 
Still, when he graduated, no scholarship 
offers came his way 

So he decided to follow his friend 
and now teammate John Cantrell to 
Chicago State. 

Fans from opposing teams often call 
him “Gary Coleman.” They howl when 
he guards players who are well over a 
foot taller than he is (though the laugh- 
ter usually stops when the taller players 
are guarding him and he manages to 
sink shots anyway). 

Holston casually insists that his 
height doesn’t bother him. His dad is 
5-9. His mom is about the same height 
as her son. “No big deal,” he says. 

He knows some question whether 
he’d be as good a shooter against better 
Division I college teams, though he had 
33 points in a loss at Marquette this sea- 
son, and 22 against Northwestern. 

“He gets so mad at me when I say 
anything about stats,” he says of his 
dad, who’s also focused on his son get- 
ting his college degree. 

“My dad says it’ll be the first time I’ll 
see him cry,” Holston says of his pend- 
ing graduation. 

Holston wants the degree too. But he’s holding on to his 
dream, the one he’s had since his dad put up that tall hoop 
in the driveway 

“I really am counting on basketball.”

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Old songs, new sound 


Chicago's Mazes 
launch album with 
homecoming show

As the recording sessions 
for 2007’s “Cold & Kind” 
grew increasingly stress- 
ful, 19 00s singer Edward 
Anderson started sifting 
through dozens upon doz- 
ens of bedroom record- 
ings as a way to escape the 
pressures of the studio. 

Mazes, initially conceived as a solo 
project, has since evolved into a more 
traditional group. Working with 1900s 
bandmate (and girlfriend) Caroline 
Donovan and longtime acquaintance 
Charles d’Autremont, Anderson began 
reworking his home recordings. In many 


ways. Mazes’ self-titled debut— out March 
17 on Parasol— serves as a snapshot of 
Anderson’s time as a songwriter. 

“Some of these songs date back almost 
five years,” the frontman said. “It’s just 
stuff that never got used for one reason or 
another. I guess I thought a lot 
of these songs were too simple 
for {the 1900s].” 

Anderson still finds it diffi- 
cult to fully distinguish between 
the two groups (“I’m trying 
to figure that out myself,” he 
sighs). Pressed to make a dis- 
tinction, the singer notes that 
Mazes’ songs tend to be simpler, while the 
19 00s favor bigger production and more 
ornate arrangements. 

The album was culled from sessions 
that stretched over a number of years and 
took place in countless locations across 
the city— from the handful of apart- 
ments that Anderson called home to the 


high-end studios where the 1900s plied 
its trade— though a bulk of the work was 
done last winter in d’Autremont’s Logan 
Square coach house. 

“There were two pianos, a harpsichord 
and all kinds of keyboards and electronic 
equipment,” Anderson said. ‘At one point 
someone said we should add sitar {to a 
track], and Charlie pulled out an electric 
sitar!” 

Monday’s gig is something of a home- 
coming for the crew; The Whistler, a cozy 
Logan Square bar/music venue, lies just 
three blocks from d’Autremont’s house. 
It’s also a chance to catch the band in an 
incredibly intimate setting before the 
“official” record release show at Schubas 
later this month. 

‘At first I was asking {The Whistler] if 
we could do the show on a Sunday after- 
noon because we wanted to keep it really 
low key,” Anderson said. “But it’s going to 
be fim. We’re ready to go.”

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If you want to know what to 
expect when Jimmy Fallon 
debuts as host of “Late Night” 
on Monday don't ask Fallon, 

“We're going to try every- 
thing, I guess,” he told report- 
ers after doing two practice 
shows earlier this month, “I 
think right now my job is I'm 
going to focus on just hosting 
the show and making my guests 
look good. So if there's any- 
thing I can do to make them 
look good. I'm going to do it,” 

Fallon has been practicing 
for months, doing stand-up engagements, hosting a 
daily Web series at latenightwithjimmyfallonxom and 
doing practice tapings of his show He's been nothing if 
not charming in the daily video blogs, which have been 
engaging, down-to-earth and fun, if not outright funny 
On Monday night, though, Fallon steps in front 
of a national TV audience for the first time since 
“Saturday Night Live,” He's in the same Studio 6B at 
30 Rockefeller Center where Johnny Carson taped his 
first 10 years of “The Tonight Show” 

By Tuesday morning, water cooler conversations will 
be focused on whether Fallon is a worthy successor to 
Conan O'Brien, Fallon remembers the critical lambast- 
ing O'Brien got 16 years ago when he replaced David 
Letterman on “Late Night,” but he's not anticipating 
the same reception, 

“That poor guy went through the ringer, like it was 
crazy almost,” Fallon said, “,„ As bad as a ribbing as I 
could get for this I don't see it being that bad,” 

Fallon claims not to be thinking about the competi- 
tion— chiefly Craig Ferguson and Jimmy Kimmel— and 
admits that there will be a lot of trial and error in the 
early going of his show. He plans to throw a lot at the 
screen to see what sticks, “I think that's the fun of it 
being on at {11:30},” he said, “%u can experiment with

comedy and stuff like that,” 

Obviously, Fallon's counting on Web fans to fuel his 
success early on. His daily vlogs might even offer clues 
about what we can expect from his “Late Night,” 

He's thrown a bit of everything on the Web, includ- 
ing interviews; skits (the “Jack McBrayer Response To 
The Internet Response To The Republican Response 
To The President's Address To Congress” was hilari- 
ous), and introductions of the show's set and logo— 
which surfers helped choose. Interactivity will be a big 
part of the show, he says. 

It's as if Jarre tt, the dreadlocked Stoner from his 
“Jarrett's Room” skits on “SNL,” grew up to have a big- 
ger, better, more sober blog, 

“I'm 34 years old and I'm like, I don't have the dread- 
locks and I'm actually doing this for real,” he said, 
recalling the skits he created with his current producer, 
Mike Shoemaker, who was an “SNL' writer at the time. 
Guest interviews, Fallon said, still are the weakest 
part of his repertoire. When asked how he was work- 
ing to improve his interview skills, he said he's been 
practicing with his wife, film producer Nancy Juvonen, 
“Every morning I sit my wife to the right of me and 
I ask her what she's going to do that day,” he said, ‘And 
then „, we run a clip and then we go to commercial,” 
All kidding aside, Fallon knows he's got his work 
cut out for him, and a lot of room to improve his chat 
skills. He says the practice shows have helped, 

“The first couple I've done I've been a little ner- 
vous and I've been like, ‘Hey where you from?' 
‘Connecticut,' ‘Oh good. Do you do impressions? Oh 
great, I heard you went on vacation and you had a 
hang-gliding incident. Oh good, We'U be right back,' ” 
he said, ‘And I was like, wait, that was the worst con- 
versation I've ever had in my life,” 

With the talent of writers, directors, producers and 
his house band. The Roots, behind him, Fallon claims 
not to be nervous about his debut, 

“Right now,” he said, “probably the only thing that 
could screw it up is me,”

The Roots: Fallon gig 
‘enabled us to survive*

The Roots have been making sandwiches. 

To prepare for its new gig as the house band on “Late Night 
With Jimmy Fallon,” the band's members have been working 
long days to create 200 “sandwiches” or “beds”— the intro 
and outros that will buffer each segment on the show 
“Right now, my whole life is this show,” said drummer 
Ahmir Thompson, better known as ?uestlove, in a recent 
interview, sli^tly exhausted in between rehearsals. 

Since forming in Philadelphia in the early 1990s, the 
Roots have been one of the best regarded bands in hip-hop 
and music, altogether. So when word got out that the Roots 
would be following in the tradition of Paul Shaffer and Kevin 
Eubanks, the blogosphere and much of the music world 
erupted in say-it-ain't-so shock, 

?uestlove has heard the warnings about the Roots becom- 
ing a late-show band. But he says the band's new job has 
“enabled us to survive,” 

“This would basically match or surpass what we would 
make touring 200 -plus days out of the year,” he said, ‘And, 
two, this allows us to be home,” 

As for EaUon, the newbie host couldn't be more excited to 
have the Roots as his band, 

“I really, really, really struck gold and I'm so happy and hon- 
ored that they would be my band,” Eallon told reporters last 
week, Already people are like flipping out just to watch the 

warm-up and watch the band jam out. They're so good,” 
“Initially I was a little leery,” said the Roots' MC, Tariq 
Trotter, or Black Thought, The idea gradually sunk in, 
though, he says, “the further we were sinking into economic 
disaster,” 

But the job is already more than the Roots bargained for, 
NBC isn't paying for publishing rights— not even for the 
Roots' own material— so the band is left having to create a 
new TV-ready repertoire, 

“It's going to be a major challenge,” ?uestlove said, “Right 
now, we're writing about 25 a day I'm surprised we're not run- 
ning on fumes,”
